SUGAR BEET BRINGS 
WEALTH TO MONTANA 
—_—:0:— 

Missoula, Mont:-- Sugar beets 
have brought prosperity to the Bit- 
ter Root Valley. While other re 
gions have complained of crop fail 
ure, low prices and depression, the 
Bitter Root region, due to its beet 
trop was able to build schools, and 
other beneficial facilities, 

Cash amounting to more’ than 
$750,000 was placed in the hands 
of Bitter Root Valley beet growers 
by the Amalgamated Sugar Com- 
pany, which operates a large fac 
tory here, During 1981 double the 
ucreage of the last season will pro- 
bably be contracted for in that 
valley. 

Sugar beet plants were operated 
before the World War at Hamilton 
and Missoula, but had been disman 
Ued. A new company entered the 
field, the Northern Pacific Railroad 
co-operated with it in building an 
entirely new railroad branch line 
to Hamilton, and constructing beet 
dumps along the line, Then came 
the beet fields and prosperity

Hamilton and Florence have been 
constructed from the revenues 
brought by the humble sugar beet.
